(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by either 
Laughlin (2,302,450) or Nichols (5,089,130). 

Laughlin teaches a filter underdrain for supporting a filter media between at least 
two dividers forming at least one cell comprising a plurality of support members (see 
13a and 13b in Fig. 3) located directly under one of the dividers (13c) (see details of Fig. 
3), and a plurality of plates bound together by a lap joint (14a and 14b in Fig. 3). 

Nichols teaches a filter underdrain for supporting a filter media between at least 
two dividers forming at least one cell comprising a plurality of support members (see 26 
and 28 in Fig. 1 ) located directly under one of the dividers (1 8) (see details of Fig. 1 ), 
and a plurality of plates bound together by a lap joint (34 and 36 in Fig. 3).
